peg River on Thursday afternoon. The 
dead are:— Harvey Bradley, . George 
Munsen, Thomas Burgess, Englishmen; 
Robert Gray, a Scotchman; Christopher 
Wagelein, a Dutchman; Dymytro Jehe- 
mac, a Russian, and Getulio Roberti, 
Pasqualate Trimbuli, Luigi Biribin, lal: 
ar The. injured are:-—A. McDona'd 
and Patrick Shorten, - 

All the dead men were muckers, 
working in a deep rock cut, while the 
two injured were engaged in loading 
“rill holes at the top of the cut, when 
tho explosion occurred. The holes, 
which “were 18 feet deep, had been 
“sprung” on Monday, and should have 
Al the time of the accident, 
nearly two boxes of dynamite had been 
Placed in one of the holes. The load- 


ers were using wooden tamp-sticks, 
and what caused the explosion is @ 
mystery. 

The force of the explosion was most- 
ly expended at the bottom of the cut, 
and it seemed to shoot the rock right 
out on the unfortupate muckers, who 
were working there. and for th's reason 
the twe men at the top owe their escape 
from death. Eight of the men were kill- 
ed outright, while the other man died 
while being taken to the hospital. Mc- 
Denald and Shorten, the loaders, were 
thrown a few feet by the concussion, 
und were badly injured about the face 
and arms. They will recover, however. 

The work of recovering the mangled 
bodies of the dead men from under the 
mass of rock under which they were 
buried took several! hours. 

A pathetic feature in connection with 
the accident, is that the wives of two 
of the Emglishmen who were killed are 
now on the ocean on their way to Can- 
ada to tetas es their husbands.

Immigration From the Factory Towns of 
Great Britain. 





A despatch from Ottawa says: Evi 
dence bearing on the medical regula- 
tiens governing immigration was given 
by Dr. P. H. Bryce, Chief Medical Offi- 
cer of the Immigration Department, 
fere the Agricultural Committee on 
Wednesday.

The pain usually 
begins suddenly, when the stone enters 
the duct leading from the gal!-bladder 
lo the intestine, and ceases with equal 
suddenness when the offending body 
Crops out of the bile duct into the intes- 
tire. The pan is sharp, usually con- 
tmuous, but occasonaly intermittent, 
cnt may just from a few hours to sev- 
eral days, ti 

If the attack continues a long time, 't 
if accompanied by yvorniting and signs 
ct collapse—pinched features, cold, 
clammy sweat, extreme restlessness, 
pallor or blueness of the skin, hiccough, 
rapid and feebky pulse, and chills. 
Jaundice is not uncommon, but is not 
always present. 

There inay be only one attack, but as 
a rule there is a suceession of thein 
some mild. others severe, The treat 
ment is therefore twofold—relie! of the 
immediate pain and prevention of future 
atlacks, 

The sufferer should heep as quiet as 
possible, lying on the back with hips 
elevated, Sometimes a firm bandage ¢n- 
elfcling.the abdomen affords great re- 
lef. The patient should take no food, 
Tot even ‘milk, as long as the atlack 
lasts. Fasting’ even for two or three 
cays will do no harm. The popular fear 
of loss of strength from starvation in 
such cases is groundless, 

Water, preferably hot, may be taken, 
unless, as sometimes happens, it in- 
creases the pain. Oliveoil in generous 
amount often seems to give relef and 
shorten the attack, although the belief 
that it dissolves the gall-stones is pro- 
bably erroneous. 

The bowels should be freely moved, 
preferably by an injection. Hot cloths 
laid over ths region of the liver are usu- 


acts well by relieving the spasm. 

If simple remedies do not bring re- 
lief, more powerful, or even a surgical 
eperation, may be necessary. 

After the stone has pa:s:d, treatment 
should be instituted to prevent a return 
if possible, The patient should live 
chiefly on fruits, fresh vegetables, and 
a moderate amount of 
fcods, avoiding meat, especially fat 
meat, and high'y seasoned foods of all 
kinds.

SUICIDE 


Discarded Husband Perpetrator of Double 


Crime on Farm 


in New Ontario. 





A despatch from Cobalt says: The 
village of Earlton, about 25 miles north 
of here, was stirred by a double tragedy 
on Wednesday afternoon, when Chas. 
E. Marshall, aged 32. years, shot and 
killed his wife, aged 24 years, and then 
shot himself, blowing the top of his 
head off. The tragedy happened on the 
farm of Mrs. Marchall’s father, Absalom 
Gray, about one mile from the town. 

Marshall first met his wife while he 
was allached to a regiment of the U.

In reply to criticism, and to answer | 
the charge that they alome are respon- 
sible for the non-payment of civil ser- 
| vants wages, the Opposition blandly 
say, ‘We have voted the money, what 
more do you want?” This is the 
| scientific ingenuity adopted by the Op- 
| position to make it appear they -are 
|not responsible for the delay, and are 
| doing right by the civil servants. 

Changed Their Tactics. 

When the obstruction first com- 
menced the Opposition stated openly 
that they would not vote apy money 
for the public service unless certain 
clauses in the Election bill were with- 
drawn. This position they soon found 
was untenable and unpopular with the 
country, so they withdrew from it and 
adopted the course outlined here, which 
is even more pernicious in its effect 
than open and flat refusal to vote any- 
thing. 

The people are not likely to be de- 
ceived by this when once the real facts 
are known. When Hon, William 
Paterson, Minister of Customs, made 
the statement in Brantford that his 
men to the number of 1,800 could not 
get their money because the Opposition 
refused to pass supplies, he said noth- 
ing more than the truth. 

No Pay for Canal Men. 

On Tuesdsy Hon. Mr. Graham, Min- 
ister of Railway and Canals, asked 
the Opposition to vote him the money 
for the canal service, making it very 
clear that until this was done the men 
could not be paid their wages, but the 
Opposition, in the person of George E, 
Foster, point blank refused, 

The responsibility for non-payment 
of civil servants can be placed upon 
the Opposition in a more direct way. 
Some time ago Hon, Mr, Fielding, 
Minister of Finance, made application 
to the leaders of the Opposition to con- 
sent to an interim supply bill amount- 
ing to one quarter of the estimates 
This was refused, and consent given 
for only one eighth. This has long 
since been exhausted, Subsequently 
application was made for a further 
supply bill on account. This also was 
refused. Had the request been grant- 
ed every man would have been paid 
his money, and the present intolerable 
condition would have been avoided. 

There Must Be Closure. 

All of this leads to a solution which 
appears to be the only satisfactory one 
to relieve a state of things that is fast 
becoming unbearable. It points clear- 
ly to one remedy as being the most 
eflicacious under the circumstances, 
and that is the closure. This has been 
openly advocated in the Honse by 
several members, snd upon each oc- 
casion was received with applause. 
The time has come when there must 
be some effective method of stopping 
obstruction to the public business. a 
few men on the Opposition side mono- 
polizs the time of the House by deliver- 
ing weary, meaningless speeches of 
ipterminable length upon every sub- 
ject imaginable. In the meantime the 
business of the country is neglected, 
and the functions of the House of 
Commons are paralyzed.

THE TURNED UP MUSTACHE. 


It Originated In Spain at the Court of 
Philip IV. 

The German emperor, William IL, is 
generally regarded as the inventor of 
the turned up mustache. This is true 
only as far as introducing it as a fash- 
ion. It was invented at the court of 
Philip IV., about 1625. That monarch 
was the first to wear his mustache 
turned upward. T’rom the Spanish 
court the fashion spread over all Miu 
rope. Charles I. of England, Vhilip’s 
brother-in-law, and many members of 
the Austrian Hapsburgs adopted it. It 
came to Belgium aud was introduced 
into Germany by the Spanish soldiers 
during the Thirty Years’ war. 

It was also found in Sweden as well 
as in France under Louis XII. Under 
Louis XIV. the beard went out of fasb- 
jon, and during the time of Rococo the 
elegant world knew only clean shaven 
faces until the French revolution 
brought the mustache again into use. 
But nowhere except in its Spanish 
home did the mustache rise so extraya- 
gantly as with the German empcror 
and his imitators, 

In Spain all kinds of artificial means, 
such as bandages and coverings, were 
employed to compel the mustache to 
keep this unnatural upward position, 
and in looking at the paintings of Ve- 
lasquez or Murillo one can easily un- 
derstand that without such coercive 
measures a true full blooded Spaniard 
could neyer have realized his ideal 
mustaches.

Worship of Snakes Led to Adoption of 
the Mystical Symbol. 

Tt has been pointed vut by Dr. Bou- 

din that the worship of the serpent 

was so! universal in antiquity that all 


temples came to be known as “dra- 4 


conia” (serpent houses). 
Ifowever that may be, serpents were 
| kept in many of the temples of an- 
tiquity, notably in those of Apollo, 
whose son, Aesculapius, is represented 
in ancient statuary carrying a serpent 
intwined round a staff or round his arm, 
‘he serpent, indeed, came in time to 
be the special mystical emblem or syn 
bol of the Aesculapian art. 
The serpents of the ancient Greek 
teinples were in all probability relics 
of that primitive serpent worship 
which was at one time universal among 
prehistoric peoples and bas not died 
out among many savage races at the 
present day, 
And “voodoo,” or “obl,” serpent wor- 
ship is still said to Inger in the West 
Indies among the descendants of 
slaves, 
In Haiti especially, where negroes 
were dumped down from Africa by the 
old slave traders and were kept in re- 
serve before being sold to masters in 
the surrounding fslands, voodoo hag 
defied Roman Catholic missionaries 
and priests for ages. A French naval 
oftiver who visited tbe court of the 
IIaitian potentate Soulongue in 1819 
described a voodoo ceremony where 
cannibalistic and other orgies were in- 
dulged in, 
It is noticeable that the cock and 
black goat which were solemnly eaten 
on this oceasion were both of them 
sacred to Aesculapius. Hence we may 
infer that the Aesculapian cultus was 
originally an innocent form of voodoo 
and at the same a primordial religion. 
' ‘The extreme antiquity of serpent 
worship seems, indeed, to be hinted 
at e Genesis, where the devil appears 
‘in the guise of the snake god intent an 

the ruin of man. In the story of the 
| brazen serpent healing qualities are 
| attributed to the image.—Lancet,

Eugene Aram, the scholar and mur- 
derer who inspired two of the master- 
pieces of English literature — Hood’s 


poem and Bulwer's noyel—was hanged | 


on Aug, 6, 1756. 

Aram was born in 1704 in York- 
shire. By the time he was fourteen 
years old he was regarded in the neigh- 
borhood as a prodigy of learning, His 
fame for piety and gentleness as a 
scholar spread, and as a result he was 
invited to Knaresborough to open a 
school in 1734. There a strange de- 
velopment took place in Aram’s char- 
acter, He formed an association with 
a drinking, turbulent crowd of men, 
the opposite of himself, among them 
Daniel Clark, who kept a little cob- 
bler'’s shop, and Lfchard Houseman, a 
flax dresser, 

In 1745 Clark married 2 woman with 
a small fortune of $1,000, Immediately 
he and his companions devised a 
scheme to rob ler and her friends. 
Clark was to obtain all the goods he 
cowfa on credit and hand them over to 
Aram and Ifouseman, who were to de- 
posit them in a safe place. Then after 
securing the plunder Clark was to de- 
camp, leaving his wife to shift for her- 
self, and the property was to be sold 
and divided among the three men. 

Clark went about procuring a wide 
variety of articles on credit. He pre- 
tended he was about to give a great 
wedding feast and borrowed silver 
tankards, salvers, spoons, ete, from 
whoever would lend them, As fast 
as the different articles were obtained 
Clark, accompanied by Aram and 
Ifouseman, carried them to a place 
called St. Robert’s cave. 

When Clark had “borrowed” about 
everything valuable his acquaintances 
had to lend, the plotters decided it was 
time for him to disappear. So in the 
early morning of Feb. 8, 1745, he, 
Aram and Houseman went to the cave 
to divide the spoils before Clark left. 
Aram and Clark had quarreled a good 
deal during the progress of predatory 
operations. At the entrance to the 
eave the quarrel was renewed, and 
Aram pushed Clark away and rained 
down tremendous blows on his head 
and chest. Clark fell dead. 

Houseman, terrified at the sight and, 
as he said, afraid of meeting the same 
fate, turned and ran away, Aram 
not show a particle of remorse or fear, 


Ile gathered up the booty and carried | 


it fo his house, where he buried part of 
it in the garden. Te buried Clark’s 
body and heaped stones over the grave.

When we read on 
he label of a jam jar that the con- 
tents are prepared with glucose and 
ther ingredients which, to our minds, 
fave no business there, the concrete 
fact is a trifle staggering. 

One of the resulte of this discovery 
ia a resolution in the minds of most 
of us to do our own preserving and 
canning and jamming at home. The 
resolve is strengthened by t indis- 
putable fact that home-made jams 
and the Hke taste far better than any 
one can buy for a reasonable price. 
Of course, there eertain varieties 
of these dainties which are put up by 
private persone for the pubNo market, 
but the price of these is enough to 
deter the housemother from purchas- 
ing them for daily use. The laborer 
ie worthy of her hire, and the woman 
who gives her own time and work to 
the preperation of pure conserves is 
Justified im charging a sum for them 
adequate to recempense her for the 
labor she has:put tmto the task. But 
while one can put up her own fruits 
at heme for less money and with bet- 
ter results, beth in taste and in 
wholesomeness than when she buys 
the ordinary conserves, she makes a 
mistake if she depends upon store 
products for her preserved sweets. 

The recipes given below will, I be- 
lieve, be of service to those who in 
the early spring plan for the con- 
tents of their winter stare closets. 


Canned Strawberries. 

To every pound of hulled straw- 
berries allow a quarter of a pound of 
@ranulated sugar and let the sugar

Or you may strain off the juice be- 
fore the sugar ig added and make jelly 
of this, adding a pound of sugar to each 
pint of the liquid and proceeding as di- 
rected in the recipe for jellies of small 


fruits,

allow only three-quarters of a pound of 
sugar to a pint of the juice. 


Preserved Cherries, 


‘Wash, stem and stone tart cherries. 
Save all the juice that flows frem them 
and allow a pound of sugar to every 
pound of fruit. Put the sugar in the pre- 
serving kettle with the juice saved from 
the cherries and let the sugar become 
entirely dissolved. Add the cherries, cook 
until the syrup ig very thick and then 
seal. 

Preserved Strawberries. 

Pick over the berries, selecting those 
of uniform size and good shape and 
put them to one side. Mash the others, 
let them drip through a flannel jelly 
bag and measure the strained julce. To 
each pint of this allow a pound of sugar 
and put both over the fire in a pre- 
serving kettle. Boil twenty minutes, or 
until the juice begins to show signs of 
Sellying. 

Meanwhile, weigh the perfect berries 
you have put aside and allow an equal 
weight of granulated sugar. Put first 
the sugar and then the berries into the 
syrup over the fire and let them cook 
until the berries are done through, but 
not enough to begin to shrivel. Put into 
small glass jars while hot and Beal at 
once. 













RAPE AS A FORAGE CROP. 


Pastures will, in many districts, be 
short this year, owing to failure of the 
clover seeding last year, end. the stock 
being turned out earliér this spring 
usual, because of the shortage of 
In the barns.

the latter purpose, millet, or a mixture 
o; Oats and peas, will probably be as 
suitable and profitable as anything avail 
able, but. the seeding of these will be 
more expensive than usual on account 
of the advanced market prices. For fore 
age, there is no seeding as cheap as rape, 
dhe seed of which seldom rules higher 
than eight to ten cente per pound, while 
two or flour pounds per acre is a suffi- 
cient seeding. For hogs, lambs and cal- 
ves, or other young catile, thereis ne 
betler pasturage than rape, though it ‘s 
no! suitable for milking cows, owing to 
its effect upon the flavor of the milk. The 
seed of rape is almost exactly similar 
that of turnips, and may be sown with 
e turnip drill or the grass-seeding at- 
tachment of a grain drill. or broadcasted 
ty hand or with the grass seeder. If 
sown in drills, with the grain drill, all 
t).e openings except two must be plugged, 
and the rubber tubes for these directed 
to the hoes the proper distance apart, 
say 24 to 30 inches, to admit of horse 
heeing, which will greatly help the 
crop and keep it free from the robbery 
of moisture by weeds. Rape may be 
sewn any time in June or July. and, in 
good soil. well prepared, in a favorable 
séason, will be fil for pasture in six ta 
eight weeks. It is well not to turn stock, 
except hogs, on it till it is eight or ten 
inches high, and better for cattle and 
sheep if higher than this, as it is when 
the stalks attain the size of a man's fin- 
ger. that the feed is the most palatab! 
and nourishing. It is especially useful 
&5 a late fallpasture. lambsand calves 
flcurishing on it right up to snow fall 
a3 frost does not injure, but rather im- 
proves its feeding value. On rich clean 
land a good crop of rape may be obtained 
ty sowing the seed broadcast and cover 
ing it lightly with the harrow. For this 
secding, about four pounds per acre is 
necessary, but when sown in drills two 
pounds is quite sufficient. From the mid- 
di of June to the first of July is, as a 
rule, the best time to sow, but in a show- 
ery son a barley stubble plowed down 
after the crop is harvested, and the land 
brought to a fir th by rolling immed- 
iutely after the plow, and repeated use 
of the harrow and roller, may produce a 
ccnsiderable crop of rape for late pastur- 
ag Rape may be successfully grown 
cn an upturned sod prepared by rolling 
immediately after the plowing and har- 
rcwed repeatedly & Ire a fine seed- 
bed rolling again be sowing. A thin- 
ly covered grass pasture, after being eat- 
en down. may, in this way, be utilized 
fer & crop of rape. Stock should at first 
be turnéd on rape when it is free from 
dampness from dew or rain, and when 
the animals are net hunyry, as other- 
wise, bloating may occur; but when they 
become accustomed to it, they may ealfely 
Lu kept constantly upon it, though tt is 
well, where convenient, to allow them, 
aiso, the range of & grass pasture. Ewes 
or older sheep are more liable to bwat 
ou rape than are lambs, which are very 
seldom affected in that way. If rape ia 
sown in drills, and there is no better 
plan than by ridging the land witb a 
ccuble-mouldboard plow, cultivation by 
nm-eans of the horse hoe should commence 
45 soon as the plants are easily traced 
n the line of the row. This will destroy 
all weeds while young. and will stimu- 
late the rapid growth of the crop. Shal- 
ow but frequent cultivation should fol.

HUSKY VEGETARIANS, 


Can Crook Their Fingers Many More 
Times Than Meat Eaters, 


experimenting with the results of vege- 
tarianism report in favor of wat practice. 
They have published a pamphiet tracing 
the persona) history of forty-three vege- 
tarians of Brussels, 

“For the most part,” say the authors, 
“the vegetarians appear younger than 
their age; notably the ladies are distin- 
guished by their clear and fresh com- 
plexion.” 

According to Science very liltle differ- 
ence was discovered belween vegetarians 
and.meat eaters so far as strength was 
concerned. In endurance, on the other 
hand, a very remarkable difference was 
fcund, the vegetarians surpassing the 
meat eaters from 50 to 200 per cenl., ac- 
ccrding to the method of measurement. 

The method of measuring endurance 
used by the Belgian investigators was 
by means of the Moséo ergograph, One 
cf the fingers is used to raise a weight as 
far as possible. As the experiment pro- 
ceeds and fatigue sets in the height to 
which the weight can be raised is grad- 
ually reduced until no further contrac- 
tions are possible, 

If a curve be constructed representing 
the height of the successive contractions 
it is called a curve of fatigue, and it is 
found that this curve is different for dif- 
ferent individuals, but is constant for the 
same individual from one day to another, 
and even after an interval of several 
ycars, if the conditions of the experi- 
tment remain the same, 

The authors compared the endurance 
of seventeen vegetarians, six men and 
eleven women, with that of twenty-five 
meat eaters, students of the University of 
Brussels, Comparing the two sets of sub- 
jects on the basis of mechanical work, it 
iy found that the vegetarians surpassed 
the meat eaters on the average by 53 per 
cent, 

Comparing the two groups on the basis 
of the nuinber of contractions—or, what 
amounts to the same thing, the length 
«f time during which the ergograph could 
he continuously operated—it was found 
that the vegetarians could work on the 
ergograph two or three times as long as 
the meat eaters before reaching the ex- 
haustion point. 

The Brussels investigators found also 
that the vegetarians recuperated from 
fatigue far more quickly than the meat 
eaters, a result also found in the Yale 
experiment, 
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TOMBS OF SPANISH ROYALTY. 
Gorgeous Burial Vaults—Marble 
Effigies of Children, 


The escurial in which for nearly three 
centuries the Kings and Queens of Spain 
have been buried is said to be the most 
gcrgeous burial vault in the world, says 
Lendon ‘Tit-Bits, 

It is an ociagonal chamber, thirty-six 
feet across, With its walls, save where 
the collins stand, entirely overlaid with 
precious marbles. The staircase which 
leads to it is of marble with jasper walls. 
The general effect is unspeakably splen- 
did In the midst of this magnificence 
ave the massive black marble caskets let 
into the walls, containing the bodies 
themselves, They are all exactly alike, 
inscribed simply with the names of the 
different kings and queens, There is 
room for just six more monarchs and 
their consorts. 

Of another character altogether is the 
vault devoted to Spam’s royal children— 
princes and princesses. Here white mar- 
ble rules, and very charming are some of 
the effigies over the tombs, The local 
name for the vauli is “the place of the 
litle angels,” and though many of the 
princes whe lie here were not at all an- 
gelic in their lives the impression left 
by the white marble wings of the statues 
is one of spotless purity.

No data of any kind are available for 
estimating the amount of property held 
by the Czar and other members of his 
house in their private capacity as in- 
dividuals. It is known to be very con- 
siderable in land and in gold, says the 
Pall Mall Gazette, but is very rightly 
trealed as 


A PURELY PRIVATE MATTER. 


The State treasury pays out a million 
and a half sterling a year for the needs 
of the imperial house, principally for the 
maintenance of the palaces and the offi- 
cials and servants attached to them. The 
reighing Empress for example has an 
allowance of £20,000 a year, the Dowa- 
ger Empress the same. Every child born 
to the Czar receives from birth to the age 
of 21 nearly £4,000 a year, while the heir 
to the throne re@@ives annually, in ad- 
dition to maintenance of palaces, £10,000. 
Daughters receive a dowry of one million 
rubles, or a hundred thousand pounds, 
when they marry. The figures under 
this head are comparatively modest, and 
the total expenditure charged to the trea- 
sury is less than 1 per cent. of the an- 
nual budget. 

The imperial domains, the main source 
of the wealth of the Romanoffs, were 
originally Church lands. In the Middle 
Ages the Church in Russia was not only 
the repository of all the learning of the 
lund, but its bankers and usurers also, 
and the wealth, amassed in the course 
ef centuries was enormous. The Russian 
Church is poor now, but the bulk of its 
possessions passed to the House of Ro- 
manoff a century ago. The imperial do- 
mains comprise 21,328,000 acres, an area 


LARGER THAN ALL IRELAND. 


About two-thirds of this area is forest, 
out of which a good revenue is made; 
the timber exported from Archangel is 
krown all over the world, while the es- 
tate of Bleovezh, that magnificent forest 
where are still preserved herds of the 
aurochs, annually provide for sale 2,000,- 
UO cubic feet of timber;-another eslate 
in the Vologda province produces annu- 
ally for the imperial sawmills there. 

The other third of the area comprised 
ii the imperial domains, something lar- 
ger than all Wales, is highly cultivated 
land. The largest vineyards, producing 
the best wine in Russia, belong to the 
domains, and about a hundred and fifty 
thousand pounds worth of wine is sold 
annually from this source, In the pro- 
vince of Samara is a sugar plantation 
the factory on which produces 1,500 tons 
of rugat every year. 

Mineral wealth is worked in a hundred 
spots; 1,500 flour mills, a thousand fisher- 
ies. not for sport but as an article of 
trade, a hundred wharves on various riv- 
evs and 850 trading concerns of various 
kinds are among the minor undertak- 
ings belonging to the imperial domains.

The other duy rumors ran through the 
town that) one of the criminals was 
named Maliciki, The police heard this 
rumor, obtained the addresses of ull 
males in Warsuw bearing this name from 
the municipal ad/dress bureau, and ar- 
rested them without delay. 

Then they sent for the murdered man's 
relatives, confronted them wilh some 
hundred Malickis in turn, and asked, “Is 
this the man who murdered Mr, Hautke?” 
As none of Mr. Hautke'’s relatives was 
with hum at the time of the murder, their 
answers were, without exception, “I can- 
not suy,” and they were finally dis- 
missed, 

But the Malickis were not 60 fortunate, 
and are still under arrest pending fur- 
ther inquizies, Some of them begyed the 
relatives ta say they were implicated in 
the murder, su that they could at least 
he let out on bail. As it is, though they

yield many more millions annually,

GAVE IIIM PIECE OF SHROUD, 
Scotch Family Foflowed Custom of Four- 
teenth Century, 


Some time ago the New Kilpatrick par- 
ish church minister, Rev, J. H. Dickie, 
attended. in a ministerial capacity, a fun- 
eral in Glusgow, and he was somewhat 
surprised when the chief mourner hand- 
et him a small culting of the shroud. 
Naturally he asked the reason of the gift, 
hut the mourner could not tell him, mere- 
ly remarking that it had been an old cus- 
tem of her fumily to present the minister 
with a bit of the shroud on similar oc- 
casions, An antiquariAn friend has been 
looking into the matter. and finds that 
away back in the thirteenth or fourteenth 
century an act was passed for the pur- 
pase of encouraging the wool trade in 
Scotland, which ordained that every 
cerpse be shrouded in a woollen gar- 
ment, and to make certain that the order 
Was attended to, it was made the duty 
of the parish minister to examine the 
shroud Sefore the coffin lid was “screwed 
down.” In the event of the minister not 
being «ble to be present. a “swatch” of 
the dead person's garment had to be cut 
off and handed to the clergymen who 
omMeiated at the “liftin’.” The fact that 
the old custom has been preserved in 
the mourner’s family showed that their 
genealogical tree had a fairly respectable 
antiquily.

A SOUNDLESS ROOM 


The Physiological Institute of the Uni- 
versity of Utrecht, Germany, possesses 
one of the most remarkable rooms in the 
world, a chamber about seven and a half 
feet square, Which is said to be absolutely 
noiseless, as far as the entrarice of 
sounds from outside is concerned. It is 
cn the top story of a laboratory building. 
and is an inside room, but is so arranged 
that it can be ventilated and inundated 
with sunshine. The walls, floor and 
ceiling each consist of half a dozen layers 
of different substances, with air spaces 
and interstices filled with sound-deaden. 
img materials. Some persons when in 
the room experience a peculiar sensation 
tu the ears, While every effort has been 
made to exclude sounds that are not 
wanted, of course the object of construct- 
ing this singular room was to experiment 
with phenomena connected with sound. 
Scme of the sounds employed are made 
in the room itself; others are introduced 
from outside by means of a copper tube, 
which !s plugged with lead when not in 
use,

CARRIED OFF BY A TIGER. 
A Hunter in Burma Describes His Awful 
Experience. . 


It is not Often that a person who has 
been in the claws of a tiger can tell later 
how the experience seeme Ww him, Mr. 
Jchn Bradley, an English sportsman, had 
the good luck to escape wilh his life 
from such a predicament, and in his 
“Narrative of Travel and Sport” tells 
What the sensation was like. He was 
hunting tigers in the easlern part of 
Burma when he met with the adventure. 
Two other Englishmen were with him at 
the time. 

We marched along carelessly without 
observing order or caution, and were nol 
prepared to take advantage of Akbar's 
warning, when he exclaimed, “Beware, 
sahib!” and a full-grown tiger went past 
us at a gallop. 

A straggling volley was fired after it, 
and although evidently not struck, the 
beast stopped. und rearing up on its 
hind legs, clawed the bark of a tree just 
a: a cat scratches the leg of a chair or 
® table. 

Mr. Grant and I flred simultaneously. 
but without effect, and before u thought 
ef the creature's jntentiofr had time to 
flush through my mind, 1 was down un- 
cer ils paws. 

Seizing me by the left thigh, the tiger 
shook me as a dog.shales a rat, and 
then, growling horribly, dragged ine at 
a tremendous rate through the thick un- 
der growth of the forest. I heard the 
frightened shouts of my companions and 
{he report of several shots, and then a 
dizziness came over me; but I did not 
lose consciousness. 

As I was pulled through the forest, I 
several times caught hold of the trees: 
but the tiger, growling fiercely. shook 
me free in an instant. All this time, al- 
though quite calm and collected. I felt a 
strong desire to preserve my existence. 
and never for a moment experienced that 
apathy with regard to the danger that 
some persons have described under siim- 
ilar. circumstances, 

How long I was in the jaws of this 
brute T cannot tell. It seemed to me an 
age before the creature stopped. My com- 
panions afterward declared that I had 
been dragged @ ast half a mile from 
the spot where I was first seized. They 
followed as fast as they could run, and 
although I was unaware of it at the time. 
never Jost sight of the beast. To this 
circumstance I undoubtedly owe my life. 
for had there been any delay in render- 
ing me assistance, it must have been fatal 
te me. 

The moment the tiger halted it released 
my thigh. and seemed to be attracted 
by the approach of my companions, al- 
though as yet I did not see them myself. 
Taking advantage of this release. I tried 
fo escape to the shelter of some tall 
bushes near at hand.

Bang! Bang!! Bang!:! 

“Twenty-one guns!" counts the man in 
the street. “My word, but I'd like to have 
all the mo spent on saluting in a 
year!" 

But even“if the man in the street had 
his wish, he would not reap the golden 
harvest he imagines, for, as’a matter of 
fuct, saluting costs the country practi- 
cally nothing. 

In the first place only the smallest 
guns are used for this purpose—usually 
the twelve-pounders—and even if they 
used good ammunition, the cost would 
be very small, Secondly, the powder 
actually employed has already been con- 
demned as unfit for service, and if not 
used in this way it would only be thrown 
overboard, 

Of course, if there is time, a man-'-war 
is painted from stem to stern, inside and 
cut, in preparation for a Royal visit. But 
aya rule, the cost of the paint comes out 
of the commander's own pocket, for he 
wants his ship to look well, and the Gov- 
ernment supply is insufficient to keep the 
vessel always spick and span, 


ON THE EVENTFUL DAY. 


Labor, of course, is free, and on the 
eventful day all hands are busy from 
eurly dawn scrubbing and polishing, and 
endeavoring to make the decks a trifle 
more showy or the brasswork more bril- 
liont than usual. After nine o'clock no- 
body is allowed on the quarter-deck ex- 
cept the officers and the side-boys, who 
are employed continually “trimming” the 
awning to satisfy the commander's criti- 
ca! taste.

NOW SAID TO BE AN ACCOMPLISHED 
FACT, 
Paris Photographer, “Alter Fourteen 
Years’ Work, Gets Successful 
Results. 


Pictorial photography is the-most mod- 
ern of arts in that it is most truly of our 
own time. Fettered by no superannuat- 
€d methods, keeping ever in touch with 
the newest developments in all fields of 
science, it is fitted Jo record and inter- 
pret the varied and multi-colored life of 
c-day. While it has never been the aim 
or ambition of- the advanced pictorial 
photographer, deeply cognizant of the 
true significance of the camera, to com- 
pete with the illustrious names in «rt, 
comparisons became inevitable because 
of the absence of a better standard by 
which to judge his work; and by reason 
of certain established prejudices, pictorial 
photography was as bitterly opposed as 
ils4elation to our own time was vaguely 
understood. 

Step by step, however, it has come to 
occupy its rightful position, and grad- 
ually {ts opponents have ceased their 
scoffing. But though art bodies-and even 
painters were willing to accord pictorial 
photography a place among the arts, and 
even to admit that in some of this work 
there was @ beauty, a grace and.a truth 
different from what had before been pre- 
sented in all the realm of chiaroscuro, 
they still postulated that color would al- 
Ways remain solely the sphere of the 
painter, 


PROCESS IS PERFECT. 


The crude attempts at color photogra- 
phy thal appeared from time to time only 
served to discredit the possibility of any- 
thing worthy ever being achieved in this 
field of photography, To-day colored 
photography is afi accomplished fact, 
thanks to the untixing efforts of Antoine 
Lumiere and his sdns, whose newly dis- 
covered autochromatic plate records the 
mest delicate shades \of color with sim- 
Flicity and absolute certainily: 

During the last eighteen months those 
on the inside in the photographic world 
have had intimations that Lumiere had 
actually overcome the most important 
difficulties in the way of a truthful re- 
presentation of the color of natural ob- 
jects, and that the process was soon to 
te made known to the world. The sub- 
rosa announcements met with the usual 
skepticism on the part of even the most 
expert and advanced photographers. 

But when the first results of this pro- 
cess were shown last June in Paris the 
doubling Thomases became enthusiastic 
believers. After fourteen years of experi- 
menting Lumiere and his sons have fin- 
ally succeeded in making a plate that will 
faithfully produce with the most exquisite 
sublility the gradations of color in na- 
ture, and to France must be accorded 
the honor of having contributed to the 
world a new discovery in the scientific 
application of light. second in importance 
only to the initial discovery of Deguerre.

THE MILK IN THE COCOANUT, 
There is No Pleasanter or More Relresh- 
ing Drink. 


“Husking a cocoanut is one of the sim- 
plest-looking operations in the world, but 
{ huve not yet sven the white man who 
coud do it effectively,” wriles Beatrice 
Grimshaw in her book, “In the Strange 
South Seas.” Every native of ‘Tuhith is 
apparently born with the trick, 

A stick is sharply pointed at both ends, 
and one end is firmly set inthe ground, 
The nut is then taken in the hands, and 
struck with aghitling and tearing move- 
ment combined, on the point of theistick, 
s) as to split the thick, intensely tough 
covering of dense coir fiber that protects 
the nut. 

The nut comes forth white as ivory, 
about the same shape and size us the 
brown old nuts that go by ship to Eng- 
Jand “and America. but much younger 
and more tender, for only the smallest 
of the old nuts, which ure not wanted in 
the islands for copra-making, are gen- 
erally exported. 

A large knife is used to crack the top 
ef the nut alle round, like an egg-shell, 
and the dtink is ready, a draft of pure 
water. slightly sweel and just a little 
aerated, if the nut has been plucked at 
the right stage. 

There is no pleasanter or more refresh: 
ing draft in the world, and it has not the 
least likeness to the “milk” contained in 
the cocounuls of commerce, No native 
would drink from old nuts, for fear of 
illness, us they are considered both un- 
pleasant and unwholesome. Only the 
milk of half-grown nuts is used for drink- 
ing. and even these will sometimes hold 
a couple of pints of liquid. 

The water of the young cocoanut is 
food and drink in one, having much 
nourishing matter held in solution. On 
many a long day of hot and weary tra- 
vel IT had cause to bless the refreshing 
and restoring powers of heaven's best 
gif’ lo man in the tropics. the never- 
failing cocoanut.

THE HINDOQ FAKIR. 


His Patience and Skill In the Bag and 
Spear Trick. 

The feat known as the bag and spear 
trick hus been cousidered one of the 
greatest of the Uindoo magician's art. 
In this trivk, says a writer, thé Hindoo | 
fakir has his assistant get into a sack, 
the mouth of which he tirmly secures, 
and then uuceremoniously hurls his 
helpless victim to the ground. With- 
out a sign of warning the fakir drives 
his spear through the center of the 
bag. 

After withdrawing his weapon, upon 
the point of which no blood stain ap- 
pears, the fakir stands and gazes 
dreamily over the heads of the specta- 
tors.
